P1TTSBURG, Oct. 9—The coke mar- , 


ket continues almost entirely devoid | 
o£ activity so far as regular transac- 
tions are concerned. No furnace coke 
to speak of reaches the open market, 
while offerings of foundry coke are 
small, and smaller than they were be- 
fore the Fuel Administration took ac- 
tion requiring some operators to de- 
crease their foundry coke operations. | 
Even activity in coke screening from 
old dumps is reduced, as the produc- 
tion of tiie material has declined since 
Ihe price was reduced by the Fuel Ad- 
ministration. 


There is less requisitioning of coke 


by the Fuel Administration, as sup- 
plies to blast furnaces generally prove 
sufficient, while since the entire iron 
and steel industry's operations are un- 
der close control by the "\Var Indus- 
tries Board there is not much more 
desire to stimulate production of pig 
iron at one point than -it another, since 
all pig iron is needed. The Fuel Ad- 
ministration's chief concern continues 
to be the quality of coke produced, for 
when the matter was put up to the 
lurnaces of,making more pig iron they 


• called for better coke rather than 


more coke. At the same time a larger 
production of coke would be absorbed 
readily as the majority of furnaces 
would like to accumulate some stock 
against the winter, and very little 
along that line has been possible, thus 
far. It is tme the Railroad Adminis- 
tration does not control the weather, 
and it is best to be on the safe side. 


Coke screenings from old dumps 


continue to find a ready sale for such 
tonnage as is available.

LORRAINE COAL AND IRON 


FIELDS TO A SYNDICATE 


Transfers Ownership from French by 


"Conrpnlsorj liquidation;" Have 


a Tremendous Tain*. 


The immense coal and iron mines 


?jxi smelting works owned by Baron 
De "Wendel In Lorraine have been sold 
to a German syndicate for the nor- 
mal eouivalent of ?65.000,000 on the 
ground-that they were chiefly owned 
by French citizens. The process by 
which this great property was trans- 
ferred from French to 'German own- 
ership is called "compulsory liquida- 
tion." 


Baron De "Wendel. reputed to be 


one of the richest men in Europe, 
vas chief owner of the Lorarrne coal 
and iron fields. His possessions in 
German Lorraine have long excited. 
the cupidity of the German capital- 
ists. The potential ore supply in 'this 
field alone has been

The property was divided by the 


Germans in two groups. The iron 
fields were sold to a steel combine

NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Friday.] 
OcL 4 (10 P. M.}—The Americans' re- 
sumed the attack this morning west of 
the Mouse and advanced their lines 
from two to five kilometers.
